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Remembering Stephen Shiraka

The Old Rochester Regional district schools are 
mourning the loss of Stephen Shiraka, after the long-time 
Facilities Manager passed away suddenly at the age of 
54 on November 14. Mr. Shiraka had been the director 
of school facilities for the elementary schools in the Tri- 
Town area as well as Old Rochester Regional High School 
since 2000. He had worked at ORR for the past fifteen 
years and was a beloved member of the community. 

Mr. Shiraka was a resident of East Falmouth, and 
had spent the last 25 years there with his wife and two 
daughters. 

Dr. William Cooper, the superintendent at Old 
Rochester Regional, spoke about Mr. Shiraka fondly. 
"He was a wonderful colleague, very knowledgeable, 
dedicated and committed." Dr. Cooper continued by 
describing how Mr. Shiraka was always there when a 
problem arose. If the boiler broke down in the middle 
of the night, Mr. Shiraka was there, despite his long 
commute from East Falmouth. If there was a leak on a 
Sunday morning, again, Mr. Shiraka came through. He 
took his job very seriously and was well known and 
respected by those who worked with him. 

Among his many accomplishments as Facilities 
Manager was Mr. Shiraka' s attention to maintaining the 
schools with ecology in mind. He most recently advocated 
for building a school well at the high school for the 
purpose of irrigating the premises. 

An avid fisherman, Mr. Shiraka was known 
locally for his expertise with a fishing rod. This hobby 
earned him recognition and friendship among another 
group of people who will miss his company. Mr. 
Shiraka wrote and lectured on the topic of fishing for the 
magazine On the Water as well as for the Massachusetts 
Striped Bass Association, who wrote a tribute to Mr. 
Shiraka on their website upon hearing the news of his 
death. 

Besides being a contributing writer for the fishing 
magazine, Mr. Shiraka also helped host seminars in the 
Osterville area on angling. He was known as "Flaptail" to 
his Striper fishing buddies, who described him as having 
a "plethora of knowledge" in the field of fishing. He was 
an active member of an online striper community, a group 
where one member described Mr. Shiraka as "a very 
knowledgeable guy with an obvious passion" for fishing. 
This was the consensus from Steve's family and friends - 
he was reliable and dedicated to his work and sport.

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The loss of Mr. Shiraka was felt at school 
committee meetings in the week following his death, with 
committee members expressing sadness at the sudden loss 
of such a devoted worker and friend. The Joint Committee 
ORR/ Superintendency Union #55 held a moment of 
silence for Mr. Shiraka, as did the Marion Board of 
Selectmen at their November 17 meeting. 

Mr. Shiraka will be missed by those who knew 
him. His dedication to his work and his passion for fishing 
will not be forgotten. 

Marion Voters Consider Senior Center

An informational survey was distributed in 
November to Marion voters to determine the future of a 
Marion Senior Center project. 

In August, Marion Council on Aging director 
Susan Schwager said that several people expressed to 
her that they would like to see a Marion Senior Center, 
which would be a place specially dedicated to senior 
activities. With Ms. Schwager 's help and encouragement, 
Tabitha Tripp and Planning Board member Joseph Napoli 
wrote a letter to the Board of Selectmen, who agreed to 
devote their allotted Southeastern Regional Planning 
and Economic Development District (SRPEDD) hours to 
exploring the town's interest in adding a senior center. A 
committee was formed to help determine the interests and 
needs of voters in regards to a senior center. 

There are over 1,400 seniors in Marion, and the 
Council on Aging operates out of an office in the Town 
House. The COA has still been able to conduct some 
senior activities, like a monthly speaker-series, but these 
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activities are generally planned ahead and have to be 
held in town buildings - like the Sippican School - large 
enough to accommodate the audience. With the space 
that a senior center would provide, there would be more 
options for drop-in activities. 

After generating a list of questions using the 
SRPEDD hours, the survey was distributed to each 
registered voter in Marion. The questions in the survey 
are designed to determine whether voters are interested 
in a senior center, which Ms. Schwager prefers to call an 
''Older Adult Community Center'', and what kinds of 
senior center resources would appeal to them. 

Ms. Schwager would like a place for seniors to 
have exercise, art, language, and computer classes. After 
visiting area senior centers, she is getting an idea of what 
the Marion Senior Center could look like and what it 
could offer to the growing rate of baby-boomer seniors. 
"A kitchen for Meals on Wheels would be great," said Ms. 
Schwager. "Billiards. . . ping pong. . . just space enough to 
hold activities, either passive or active." 

Currently, there is no proposed location for a 
potential senior center, though there have been several 
suggestions, including renovating existing buildings 
and leasing a new building. Some have even suggested 
operating a senior center out of the Sippican School, but 
for Ms. Schwager, this would present too many logistic 
problems. "It's not the best solution," Ms. Schwager 
said. "There is limited parking and even more limited

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handicapped parking (at the Sippican School)/' Other 
factors that would complicate putting a senior center in 
the school would include navigating the school security 
policies and the distance seniors would have to walk from 
the parking lot to the building. 

Ms. Schwager, who has worked for the Marion 
Council on Aging for eleven years, is a part-time 
employee. If the senior center became a reality, the 
position would have to be full-time in order to fully 
operate the center. If Marion voters express interest in 
a senior center, this proposal would have to progress to 
town meeting, although Ms. Schwager doesn't think it 
will be ready in time for the next Annual Town Meeting. 

A study committee led by Chairperson Tabitha 
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Tripp helped make the survey in order to fully determine 
the desires and needs of Marion voters. Even though Ms. 
Schwager thinks a senior center would be a valuable asset 
to the town, she is determined to respect the wishes of 
the voters. "If people don't want it, I don't want to cram 
it down their throats," Ms. Schwager said. If the survey 
determines that voters are not currently interested in a 
senior center, she would table the issue. 

Ms. Tripp is hopeful that the town will be 
interested in the project. "We hope it will be a go," said 
Ms. Tripp. "Marion residents deserve to have their own 
center, and some people don't want to leave town," she 
said, citing the amount of seniors who have to travel to 
Mattapoisett and Rochester to attend social and well- 
being events. 

Voters who received the survey have until 
November 30 to complete the form and return it to one 
of the five designated drop-off points: the Town House, 
the Elizabeth Taber library. Uncle Jon's Cafe, the Marion 
General Store or Eastern Bank. 

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

November 23, 2009

A Meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Monday November 23, 2009 at 
7:02 pm by Chairman Richard Nunes. Also present were 
Selectman Naida L. Parker and Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera. 

Selectman Parker motioned to approve the 
minutes from the November 9, 2009 meeting, and 
Chairman Nunes seconded the motion. 

Under Selectmen's Signature, the Cape Cod 
Getaway MS Bike Ride requested that June 26 and 27, 
2010 be reserved for their ride and a motion was made 
and approved in advance by the Board. 

At 7:05 pm the Board of Assessors came before 
the Board of Selectmen to discuss the part-time position 
of Massachusetts appraisal technical advisor. The 
position qualifies for regular benefits, although there 
was a question of approved time off. Mr. LaCamera 
questioned the amended contract, which would allow the 
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employee an extended period of time to utilize vacation 
time. He stated that "benefits for employees should be 
standardized'' and that the more exceptions made to the 
rule will only allow for more exceptions later down the 
road for other employees. 

The Board of Assessors claimed that this 
amended contract has been approved by Town Counsel, 
as well as their Board, and the employee in question, and 
that asking for this is in the very best interest of the Town. 
It insures that the employee will be available to work 
during the busiest time of year, and that the time off will 
not be taken during that period. 

Mr. LaCamera, however, objected to this "because 
I think every employee should be treated the same." 
Selectman Parker shared her opinion by stating that "I 
agree with Mr. LaCamera. The rules are the rules and 
youVe got to take it" as well as that it's important to 
"keep the contract consistent with everybody else." 

It was decided that the matter would continue to 
be addressed at a later date. 

Next on the agenda, Mr. Allen Decker addressed 
the Board regarding two Conservation Restrictions. Mr. 
Decker asked that the Board approve and endorse the 
McPhail and Gurney Conservation Restrictions, which 
they did in the form of a motion. 

Mr. LaCamera then offered the Town 
Administrator's report. He informed the Board of the 
progress in the Affordable Housing Project, stating that 
the second phase is now underway and that a draft will 
be available for the Board by December 6, 2009. 

Also, a fire truck has been ordered for the Town. 

Under Correspondence, Lee G. Carr sent a notice 
of resignation from the Historic District Commission. Mr. 
LaCamera then said that the Historic District Committee 
is seeking volunteers and that he will be accepting letters 
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of interest addressed to him at 1 Constitution Way. 

Police Chief Magee also sent a letter stating that 
all Rochester dogs have been licensed for the year 2009. 
Another letter from Chief Magee informed the Board of 
the recently awarded $8,400 traffic enforcement grant. 

Selectmen's Meetings are scheduled for December 
7 and 21, 2009. The Tree Lighting in Rochester will be held 
December 7, 2009 at 6:30 pm. 

There being no further matters in need of 
discussion, the meeting was adjourned at 8:11 pm. 

Mattapoisett Selectmen Meeting 

November 24, 2009

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
C. Collyer on November 24, 2009 at 7:00 pm. Also in 
attendance were Selectmen Paul A. Silva and George 
Randall, Town Administrator Michael Gagne', and 
Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody Pacheco. 

The minutes of the November 10 meeting, both 
open and executive session, were approved. 

The Board voted to appoint Jeffrey P. Sanders of 
12 Fairview Drive as a new member to the Mattapoisett 
Housing Partnership. Mr. Sanders is a graduate of the 
ORR school system, and after law school, returned to 
Mattapoisett and currently practices law in New Bedford. 

The Board then voted to increase the Town's 
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liquor license filing fee from $50 to $100, and voted 
to make the applicant responsible for the cost of legal 
advertisement of liquor hearings. 

The first appointment of the evening was with 
Randall Kunz, retired Rochester Town Planner. Mr. 
Kunz wished to introduce himself to the Board formally. 
Mr. Kunz will be the town's Southeastern Regional 
Planning and Economic Development District (SRPEDD) 
representative and will also take over the role as 
representative at SouthCoast Rail. 

'T want to make sure that I am representing the 
town/' said Mr. Kunz. "I am happy to serve." 

In the next scheduled meeting, Alan Decker 
represented the Coalition for Buzzard's Bay seeking the 
Board's support in written consent for the conservation 
restriction of 84 Long Plain Rd. The 21 -acre parcel 
contains one property and only has about 1.5 acres in 
Mattapoisett, with the rest of the land being in Rochester. 
The property belongs to Linda and John Gurney, who 
are willing to forgo the possibilities of subdividing the 
property into 4 parcels in favor of donating a restriction 
to the Coalition and the Rochester Land Trust. Since the 
property has a sliver of frontage in Mattapoisett, they 
require permission from both Mattapoisett and Rochester 
before proceeding. 

The land is desirable to the Coalition and the 
Rochester Land Trust because it abuts the Mattapoisett 
River Valley and watershed. The current owner may still 
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have room to create one more buildable lot, but the rest 
will be conserved. 

The Board voted to support this effort and signed 
the necessary paperwork. ''On behalf of the Coalition for 
Buzzard's Bay, the Rochester Land Trust, and our sister 
group the Mattapoisett Land Trust, we thank you," said 
Mr. Decker. 

Commander Michael Lamoureux came before the 
Board to read a letter of thanks from the Florence Eastman 
Post 280 American Legion to the Mattapoisett Police 
Department Color Guard at the November 11 Veteran's 
Day event at Old Hammondtown School. 

Commander Lamoureux further expressed his 
appreciation of Officers Justin King and Scott LeBlanc's 
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"high degree of professionalism'' at the commencement 
of the program when a student holding a flag at the 
program suffered a medical emergency. The officers 
handled the situation swiftly and calmly, getting the 
medical assistance necessary, while still remaining at the 
event to complete their Color Guard duties. In his letter. 
Commander Lamoureux said, "We want you and all the 
town to be aware of the type of officers we are blessed to 
have watching out for us every day." 

The Board then met with Highway Surveyor 
Barry Denham, who requested support from the Board 
in his Chapter 90 request for the purchase of new 
equipment. Chapter 90 funds are typically used to pave 
roads, but Mr. Denham was coming before the Board to 
request the use of Chapter 90 to purchase a machine coal 
planer. The requested equipment would be able to double 
as a mower with a different attachment in the warm 
season. "It will do a number of things besides planing," 
said Mr. Denham, who said that there is currently no 
machine in the Highway Department that can fit a coal 
planer attachment. 

"We need to be as fiscally responsible as possible 
when we don't get that much Chapter 9 to start with," 
said Chairman Collyer. The Board wanted to know 
the benefit of purchasing equipment over renting. Mr. 
Denham said that renting fees were "astronomical" and 
that purchasing the equipment would actually be more 
cost-effective in the long run since it would lower paving 
costs per foot. 

After running numbers, the Board determined 
that the town would actually save money, even in the 
short term, with the purchase of the equipment versus 
renting. Selectmen Silva said that his approval of the 
purchase would be contingent upon Mr. Denham' s 
confirmation that the equipment wouldn't result in need 
for more manpower. Mr. Denham said that he would be 
able to run the equipment without extra hours. 

The Board voted to approve the Chapter 90 

request. 

In Selectmen discussion items, the Board received 
a letter from Attorney Jan Dabrowski stating that the

PCS. The company's plan is to replace the tower and 
construct a 150-foot one, allowing for T-Mobile service as 
well. 

The process for the company would begin by 
choosing a contractor for the job, apply the foundation, 
take down the 90-foot pole, attach the new sections and 
then add the antenna.

officials claim that the flu affecting Tri-Town students 
is ''definitely HlNl. This is going to ebb and flow 
throughout the winter/' Dr. Cooper said, in regards to the 
absentee rates. 

Dr. Cooper said that there was "considerable 
sadness" in the community over the sudden death 
of Steve Shiraka, Director of Facilities for the ORR 
region. Mr. Shiraka suffered an apparent heart attack on 
November 21 at the age of 54. He has held the position of 
Director of Facilities since 2001; prior to that, he was Head 
of Maintenance at ORRHS. 

"He was a terrific colleague, a wonderful family 
man, and a very able person who knew a lot," said Dr. 
Cooper. "He was very dependable. Middle-of-the-night 
disasters - he was the first one there." 

Brad Gordon, a member of the Sippican School 
building committee who worked closely with Mr. Shiraka, 
agreed with Dr. Cooper. "It was a pleasure to work with 
him and he will be missed." 

Dr. Cooper said that they have started the 
budget process for Fiscal Year 2011 (FYll). So far, the 
state aid picture is getting worse and the Tri-Town town 
administrators think that there will be further cuts 
announced in January and February for FYIO. Budgeting 
is "an onerous task, no question," said Dr. Cooper. "We 
try to prolong the process as long as possible. You need to 
know where the state is before you make a budget."

Rivet said she has been visiting school systems in the 
state that are similar to Marion - systems like Cohasset, 
Franklin and Sandwich - in hopes to observe trends and 
gain information that could help improve MCAS scores 
for the 2009/2010 school year. The schools observed 
were selected based on comparable AYP scores, and 
information gained from the visits will be put into a data 
grid for the Committee to observe in the December 16 
meeting. 

Ms. Rivet said that there had been a student 
council meeting since the Committee last met. At the 
Council meeting, they discussed school improvement 
goals and the student handbook, which has not been 
revised since 1992. Among several issues that Ms. Rivet 
would like to revisit and revise with the students is the 
bullying policy, especially in light of the anti-bullying 
bill that Massachusetts legislature is considering, which 
would require all schools to report instances of bullying to 
the state. 

While the changes seemed apt, Ms. McCarthy 
reminded Ms. Rivet that any changes to the student 
handbook would have to be approved by the Committee. 

Ms. Rivet continues to work on the bussing 
situation. The Sippican School is currently operating 
with one bus fewer than they need. Consequently, the 
crowding situation on busses is leading to misbehavior, 
mostly of a verbal nature. Ms. Rivet said that she has 
spoken with the students about acting respectfully on the 
problem bus. She also placed a camera on the particularly 
crowded, troublesome bus, to see how bad the situation 
is, and how it can be addressed. In serious cases of 
misbehavior, Ms. Rivet has sent slips home to the parents. 

The minutes of the October 21, 2009 Marion 
School Committee were approved.

In General business. Dr. Cooper said that the 
school's HVAC (heating, ventilating and air conditioning) 
system produced another flood in the last two months.

flooding. 

Bidding for the replacement of sheet rock created 
by one of the HVAC floods came in, with a price tag 
of approximately $10,000. The rooms affected by this 
flooding were in guidance, special needs, and reading 
recovery, which has caused some temporary displacement 
of personnel and classes. The damaged sheet rock is 
covered by town insurance, but the town's deductable 
was not known at the time of the Committee meeting. 

Dr. Cooper was especially concerned with the 
possibility of another coil malfunctioning and causing a 
flood on the top floor of the building, which could cause 
serious damage to all the floors below. "We need to get 
this fixed as quickly as we can,'' said Mr. Gordon. 

Unfortunately, a lot of these building issues will 
have to be addressed with contractors at an added cost in 
Mr. Shiraka's absence. 

The Committee then voted to approve the 
resurfacing of the front and side Sippican School 
playgrounds with 60 yards and 30 yards of "fortified 
wood fiber" respectively. There is over $4,500 left in the 
playground maintenance account that was started when 
the front playground was built, which will fund the 
resurfacing. The Committee will also seek quotes for the 
spreading of the "fortified wood fiber", since volunteers 
who spread 60 yards of the product last year found the 
task overwhelming. 50% replacement of the wood chips at 
the playground is necessary every other year.

position through part of January. On January 23, there 
will be a retreat with Mr. White and the five school 
committees. 

Marcia Kessler delivered an update on the 
Common Assessment Project that has been funded 
by ARRA grant money Ms. Kessler has been working 
on a "growth model'' to measure the development of 
individual students. According to Ms. Kessler, ''growth is 
distinct from achievement"; the purpose of her work is to 
determine a student's own growth curve by comparing 
their progress to carefully selected academic peers. Their 
growth is subject, grade, and year specific.

it tracks student progress between MCAS testing so 
educators have a tangible source of student progress data. 

With this information, Ms. Kessler said they 
can determine a student's progress separate from his 
achievement; for example, a student who receives a 
''needs improvement" MCAS score may show that he has 
progressed further than a "proficient" student based on 
their rate of personal improvement. 

As more years of MCAS information is gathered, 
there will be even more useful data for future student 
assessment. The Common Formative Assessment project 
also encourages high-achieving students to continue 
on their own curve. In fact, Ms. Kessler said that " 
higher achieving /lower growing students can be just as 
distressing" as lower-achieving students if their personal 
improvement is stagnant. 

Ms. Kessler 's project will mean a lot for the 
future of effective education and teacher accountability. 
The assessment tracks the personal progress of students 
and whole classes over time, paying special attention to 
their Math and English /Language/ Arts (EL A) scores. If 
various classes show "growth disparities," it will give the 
school an opportunity to improve the effectiveness of less- 
effective teachers through professional development. 

Ms. Kessler also sat down with groups of 
teachers to simplify the language in Massachusetts power 
standards and color-coded the standards according to 
what MCAS data says are ORR strengths and weaknesses. 
The conclusion was that, regardless of what teachers have 
become used to, all grade school teachers in the ORR 
district should be teaching the same exact standards on 
the same timeline for unity. 

"Fm looking to close the gap between the three 
towns," Ms. Kessler said. Teachers at ORRJHS are 
often faced with 3 different ability levels when Marion,

Ms. Kessler also hopes that the assessment will 
address all abilities levels and will clarify pedagogical 
expectations, thereby reducing educational invention 
needs. 

Dr. Bangs said that he was "very impressed" by 
Ms. Kessler 's presentation, and Ms. Hartley described the 
information as a "huge achievement." 

The Committee then received a presentation from 
Jane Taylor, Early Childhood Coordinator to the Tri- 
Town. Ms. Taylor is retiring from her position this year, 
and due to a dwindling grant, her position will not be 
filled. 

Ms. Taylor outlined all the services her office 
has provided, from arranging playdates to transitioning 
young children into school, screening for delays and 
more. She showed how busy her office has been and how 
necessary the resource has been to young families in the 
Tri-Town. Her office coordinates parenting series and 
works with "Project GROW". 

"Research shows over and over that families 
who have a realistic expectation of their children 
developmentally have children who show up to school 
ready to learn," said Ms. Taylor. Her early childhood 
office helps parents know what to expect from children 
and how to approach early education. 

Ms. Taylor hoped that the Committee would 
remember the importance of her office and would 
consider re-funding the effort once the state's budget 
constraints have eased. 

"It's sobering that we have gotten to this point," 
Ms. Hartley said in regards to their inability to fill Ms. 
Taylor's absence. 

After a ten-minute recess, the Joint Committee 
heard from James Shillinglaw from the Walker School, 
which deals with emotionally, behaviorally and learning 
disabled students. After interviewing faculty, parents, 
community members and principals within the ORR 
district, Mr. Shillinglaw constructed a list of areas where 
ORR needs to improve.

According to Mr. Shillinglaw, the district has 
admirably embraced the ''inclusion model'' with each 
school having an "inclusion facilitator" for children 
who need extra guidance. The district could, however, 
benefit from professional education to encourage 
educators to help "invisible LDs", that is, students who 
are not obviously affected by their learning disabilities 
and sometimes fall through the cracks through lack of 
accommodating. 

Likewise, the Committee addressed the use of 
accommodations as being a tool to "level the playing 
field", but it has sometimes been used as a form of 
advantage. Accommodations like preferential seating 
and untimed testing are occasionally overused in the

In 1945, after 
George was liberated from a German POW camp and sent 
back to the states, she married him and eventually returned 
with him to Rochester. 

As a young woman, she enjoyed local activities 
including taking handiwork classes and working with the First 
Congregational Church Sunday School. Her most energetic 
endeavors, however, focused on improving her home and rais- 
ing her family. She was also an avid and enthusiastic knitter; 
her great-grandchildren are still wearing sweaters lovingly 
knitted for their moms and dads. She thoroughly enjoyed be- 
ing a grandmother and great-grandmother. 

Her survivors include one daughter, Janice Green and 
husband Merle of Pepperell; two sons, Robert and wife Alicia

Harvest Moon

New Moon. Starring Kristen Stewart and Robert Pattinson. 
Directed by Chris Weitz. Running time: 130 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. 

Something about the Twilight films (I haven't read 
the books) gets around my defenses somehow. Not being a 
teenage girl, I'm at a loss to explain my response. But here's 
a guess. I have a soft spot for gloom and angst in music — 
Morrissey songs, any Polish composer you could name — and 
the first Twilight film and the new one. New Moon, somehow 
communicate some of that tone and flavor. These films are a 
callback to a time when love, or what teenagers think is love, is 
all-encompassing and anything that stands in its way is the most 
horrible thing ever, and the only possible reaction to heartbreak 
is sitting in one's room numbly watching the seasons pass. And 
listening to depressing music. 

There's a scene like that in New Moon, wherein our fumbly 
heroine Bella (Kristen Stewart) has just been dumped by her 
sparkly vampire boyfriend Edward (Robert Pattinson). He's 
leaving, of course, for her own sake — he fears she'll get hurt if 
he stays. She doesn't see it that way, and for months on end she 
simply shuts down. Then she figures out that if she endangers 
herself, Edward will appear to her as a forbidding apparition 
("Don't ride that motorcycle," "Don't eat Pop Rocks and drink 
Coke," etc.). So Bella spends half the movie being reckless, even 
though Edward made her promise not to. She also strikes up a 
tentative thing with local Native American boy Jacob (Taylor 
Lautner), who is also afraid she'll get hurt if she gets involved 
with him, because he's a werewolf. 

Stephenie Meyer, who wrote the Twilight books, is sort of 
a Laurell K. Hamilton for teenagers. Hamilton writes the Anita 
Blake, Vampire Hunter series, which began well enough but 
eventually tipped into porno wish-fulfillment as Anita found 
herself madly desired by pretty vampires and hunky werewolves. 
Meyer does the opposite: the mad desire is there, but the 
fulfillment isn't. Edward and Jacob, put plainly, can't have sex 
with Bella or they might break her. The self-repressed Meyer 
stumbled onto a key secret of pulp-romance success: Always 
leave them wanting more, and keep the lovebirds from getting 
what they want for as long as possible. 



New Moon features vampires — even nasty ones — and 
roaring werewolves, but is not a horror movie; it's barely even 
a supernatural movie. It's a starcrossed romance with creatures 
of the night. Its emphasis is far from gothic — it takes its cue 
from the drizzly grays of the Pacific Northwest. It is essentially 
a fable that a lonely, bored, imaginative girl living with her stoic 
dad in Washington state might tell herself. The whole Twilight 
saga is a special- snowflake daydream of being pursued by exotic 
monsters while still keeping one's virtue. As before, Kristen 
Stewart underplays, which allows the teenage female audience 
to project onto her blankness, and Robert Pattinson's Edward is 
insipidly noble and non- threatening (he gets his growl on far less 
here than he did in Twilight). Taylor Lautner 's hot-blooded Jacob 
is a change of pace, if a bit of a drip. I was happy to welcome 
a playfully overacting Michael Sheen (as a sort of executive 
vampire) and a red-eyed, dead-affect Dakota Fanning (as another 
fancy vamp) into the film; for a few scenes, we almost seem to be 
watching a real movie. 

Which it isn't, really. New Moon doesn't have much of a 
plot; the bulk of it is Bella moping around. But director Chris 
Weitz knows a thing or two about love, as anyone who saw About 
a Boy can attest, and he almost makes something moving out of 
Bella's heartsick stasis. Bella does a lot of stupid things in the 
movie, and we don't really question them, because nobody's in 
a particularly logical state of mind when their first love has gone 
off somewhere forever. The longing is palpable, and when Bella 
and Edward finally reunite the rare smile on Edward's face says 
it all. But we've still got two movies to go, and more agonizing 
over whether Bella will become a vampire and whether Edward 
will allow that and what Jacob might have to say about that, and 
I'm a little embarrassed to admit that I'll be watching.

Project Lmus is a charity that was started by Karen 

Loucks in 1995 after she read an article about a child's battle 

with cancer and chemotherapy. The child in the article said 

that having a blanket was a great source of comfort. Ms. 

Loucks felt inspired to make and donate 

blankets to Denver's Rocky Mountain 

Children's Cancer Center and Project 

Linus was bom. 

Project Linus is named for 
the Peanuts character, Linus, who 
always carries around his security 
blanket. Project Linus has local 
chapters who collect donated 
supplies, make the blankets, 
and donate them to shelters 
and hospitals - anywhere 
there are "seriously ill or 
traumatized" children 
who need a source of 
comfort. The blankets range 
from sewn fleece to crocheted and 
knitted afghans. 

The participating ORR Junior High 
students call themselves "The Blanketeers", and under 
Ms. Tougas' guidance, worked to raise funds for the fleece. 
The blankets required careful cutting and trimming. Over 
50 blankets were made, with each student in the class 
contributing at least one, and were proudly displayed at the 
entrance to the ORRJHS until they were delivered to the 
Boston chapter of Project Linus on November 18. 

Ms. Tougas is clearly proud of her students, who 
were enthusiastic participants in the project. "When they were 
making the blankets, you could see that they were making 
them from their hearts," Ms. Tougas said. "They learned that 
it doesn't have to be huge - just do something from your 
heart. That goes a long way." 

The blankets will be gifted to children ranging 
from preemies to 7 or 8 year-old children. Although Project 
Linus does typically work with established organizations like 




shelters, they ask the public to alert them to an individual 
child who might need the loving comfort of a homemade 
blanket. 

Ms. Tougas smiled as the students enthusiastically 
recalled their favorite fleece patterns - among the themes 
that the students particularly liked were the ducks, the red 
hearts, the spaceship pattern, and the jungle-themed blanket. 
"They really learned that they could give love and security to 
someone who needed it with this project," said Ms. Tougas. 

On the "Enrichment Board" near the entrance of the 
Junior High School, there are phrases arranged around the 
Project Linus blankets, displaying the emotions the students 
felt as they worked. Those phrases include: "We Can Make a 
Difference" and "Everyone Needs Something to Love". 

When asked if they could say anything to the future 
owners of the handmade blankets, the students said: 
"I hope you enjoy these blankets because we worked really 
hard."
